Nominations should be forwarded to my office to the 
attention of my Administrative Assistant, Keith Haller. .., 
Also, I seek your support of this project by communicating? 
my interest in receiving nominations throughout your 
organization, and by your presence, when convenient, at 
' appropriate ceremonies honoring those selected.
